Mass Meeting 
Discuss Irrigation 


About 250 contract holders, non-con 
tract holders Interenn contract hold- 


ers and others deeply interested in 
the question of Irrigation for this 
Western Block attended the Mass 


Meeting called to discuss this very im- 
portant question Tuesday afternoon. 

Representatives were present from, 
Ouelletteville, Cluny, Gleichen, Dale- 
mead, Indus, Langdon, Shepard, Con- 
rich M. OD., Cheadle, Chancellor, 
Standard, Redlands, Namaka, Rocky- 
ford, Baintree, Tudor, Ardenode, Night- 
ingale, Kathryn, Irricana, Keoma, Dal- 
roy, Lyalta, Hussar, Delacour and 
Strathmore. 

Don J. McKinnon, M. L. A. presided, 
stating the purpose of the meeting, he 
called on J. M. Wheatley to give a 
brief review of the committee’s find 
ings up to date. Mr. Wheailey ex- 
plained that on the formation of the 
two large Units, M. D. Serviceberry 
had approached M. D. Bow Valley with 
a proposition to go to Edmonton to 
consult the Minister of Public Works 
as to the question of irrigation in this 
Western Section. A joint committee 
went to Edmonton, the results of these 
findings have already been published. 
ed. 

Mr. Wheatley again explained the 
districts that are already without 
water, and the certainity that all ol 
the others would be, unless some ac- 
tion was taken this year. He explain 
ed that the work of this above com- 
mittee as organized is now compie.ed, 
and that if the meeting desire to carry 
on the use of irrigation that from this 
meeting a new committee be appoint- 
ed, this committee to consist of one 
representative from each locality. 

The chairman then called on Mr. 
P, M. Sauder, Director of Water Re- 
sources for Provincial Government to 
address the meeting. 

Mr. Sauder gave the early history of 
C. P. R. Irrigation in Alberta by ex- 
plaining that in 1900 the Co. had been 
asked to make their final selection of 
lands, and on the advice of J. S. Den- 
nis and William Pearce the C. P. R. 
was advised to take over one solid 
block between Medicine Hat and Cal- 
gary for the purpose of building irriga- 
tion works. This the Company did, 
dividing the block into Eastern, Cen- 
tral and Western Divisions. Con- 
struction of these irrigation works in 
the Western Section was started in 
1903 and irrigable lands were offered 
for sale at $25 per acre and $15 for 
non-irrigable land. The ups 
downs of crop failures, depression 
years etc. led to the present situation, 
in which it is evident the C, P. R. plans 
to relinquish all irrigation responsibil- 
ity. 

It has thus come to the point where 
the farmers must take over or else 
go back to dry land. The speaker 
stressed the serious. situation that 
would thus develop, as with no irriga- 
tion there would be no_ spillways, 
smal] lakes would go dry, and surface 
wells would have no water. Mr. Sau- 
der strongly recommended that the 
farmers take over for themselves. 

Before deciding to do this Mr. Sau- 
der felt those present would like to 
have some idea of the cost of operat- 
ing. It is impossible to give a definite 
estimate not knowing how many farm. 
ers would want water. He assumed, 
however, that from 1,600 to 2,000 farm- 
ers will want stock water and about 
25,000 to 35,000 acres will be irrigate‘. 
Based on this, he felt the annual ex- 
penditure would be about $75,000, that 
it would cost about $25 per %4 section 
for stock water and $1 per acre for 
irrigation. W hile the $1 per acre is 
higher than the 50c paid the Co. it is 
paid on the area irrigated only. Farm- 
ers who still have water contracts in 
good standing should be recompensed 
in any new set up. If it is decided to 
form a Farmers’ organization a peti- 
tion addressed to the Hon. D. B. Mac 
Millan should be circulated through- 


and . 


out the Western Section. If the peti- 
tion receives the support of sufficient 
land owners it would then come be- 
fore the Government for consideration 
etc. 

Mr. Sauder answered several pertin- 
ent questions. 

Chairman McKinnon explained that 
it was not the purpose of todays meet- 
ing to make definite plans of proce. 
dure, but to select a committee to 
carry on proceedings, if they wished to 
retain the water. This question beng 
put to the meeting it was carried by 
the large audience with only one 
dissenting vote. 

Mr. Cammaert of Tudor as a member 
of the Committee who went to Brooks 
to discuss the question with the pre- 
sent E. I. D. officials, stated that the 
E. 1. D. is operating cheaper than was 
done under the Company, that they 
have a surplus of $41,360 and the $300, 
000 given by C. P. R. still remains in- 
vested. Question— You (the E. I. D.) 
have some 160,000 acres oi irriable 
lands. What is the total cost of opera 
tion? Answer— $288,000. 

MR. VALLANCE OF P, F. RA. 

Mr. Vallance of Regina, of the P. F, 
R. A. , spoke briefly but much to the 
point. He saw that the Farmers pre- 
sent have areal problem on hand. He 
made no definite promises as to what 
the P. F. R. A. or the Federal Gowern- 
ment might do, in case they could not 
make a _ satisfactory settlement wiih 
the C. P. &. but invited the committee 
to let them know in case they might re- 
quire assistance. But he too strongly 
urged the absolute need of water. 

J. A. McArthur of Gleichen moved 
that this meeting select a committee 
of 15 men, one from each district, from 
which number a negotiating committee 
be selected to meet’the C. P. R. of: 
ficials, and report back to a general 
meeting. This was carried unanimous 
ly. It was agreed to elect this commit- 
tee from the floor of the house.

Reeve A, Larsen of Standard stated 
that he had just returned from a trip 
to the State of Washington through 
the Dust Bow] District and a visit to 
the Big Coulee Dam, and that unless 
we retained our irrigation system(and 
he advocated extending it to Hussar 
and Standard) we here were headed 
for another Dust Bowl, the starting of 
which would be right here in Strath 
more. 

The meeting adjourned at 5.45 after 
three hours of serious, interesting and 
vital deliberation,

Minutes Of 
Mass Meeting

This meeting was adjourned until 
3 p.m. The Funeral of the late Lars 
8S. Egeland was being held and many 
persons attending this funeral intend 
ed coming to this meeting. 

At 3.05 p.m. the meeting was again 
called to order by Chairman D. J. M 
Kinnon who asked Mr. Wheatley to 
give a short report on all matters and 
other meetings leading up to the meet- 
ing this day. 

Mr. Wheatley explained and agaip 
pointed out that through the action of 
the Municipal Committee the C. P. R 
agreed to retrain from taking ou 
structures from canals which served 
no water users under Water Agree 
ments. This concession was reach. d 
With assistance of the Water Resour 
ces Branch, of the Dept. of Agriculture 

P. M. Sauder, Director cf water Re 
sources, Edmonton, then addressed 
the meeting. He estimated that this 
Western Irrigation System could be op 
erated as a stock watering project and 
with a limited irrigation acreage, 
from 25,000 to 35,000 acres for approx 
imately $75.000 per annum. Much 
however, would depend upon the sup 
port given by farmers to make this 
possible. He also suggester that some 
understanding be reached regarding 
farmers who have Interim and Finaj 
Water Agreements. He opinioned that 
the C. P. R. Company should reimburse 
these men so that these holders wouid 
be in the same position as other men 
who had signed off their waiter rights 
and secured remuneration ihrougi 
compromises etc. 

Mr. Sauder kindly left his prepare: 
paper for the use of this Committee. 
He also added— That should a peti: 
tion be circulated, which was intimat 
ed, the petition should be prepared and 
forwarded to the Provincial Govern 
ment before being circulated. Some 
legislation would be necessary to 
bring about an irrigation district and 
the petition had a direct bearing ou 
that question.. . 

It was regretted that J. BE. Brownlee 
K. C. could not be present with us to 
day. He prepared a memorandum fo: 
his committee outlining steps to be 
taken by the committee o be appoint 
ed his day for the purpose of negotiat- 
ing with the C. P. R. should the con- 
text so require. This memorandum 
was read. 

Mr. Vallance of the P. F. R. A., Re 
gina, was present, and was introduced 
to the meeting, which he addressed. 

While it was impossible to get assis- 
tance for an irrigation district under 
the P, F. R. ACT he did suggest that 
if the proposed negotiations with the 
C. P. R. Company were complete it 
was very advisable to take up the 
question of assistance with the P. F. 
R. A. who would refer the mater direct 
ly with the Federal Government. 

On motion of J. A. McArthur and B 
F. Graham, it was agreed that this 
meeting appoint a committee of fifteen 
men from the 15 portions of this dis. 
trict and that this large committee ap.- 
point a smaller committee from it: 
members to meet with the C. P. R. Of. 
ficials and make preliminary negota. 
tions and report back at a future meet- 
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REPLY TO CHALLENGE 

At the large Irrigation Meeting on 
Tuesday, answering the challenge 
made by ‘Ratepayer” as printed in 
last week’s Strathmore Standard, J. M. 
Wheatley on behalf of the three Mun. 
icipalities represented, read the By 
law No. 256 on page 77 of the Munici:- 
pal District Act which read as follows. 

“The Coungil may pass a by-law for 
the purpose of granting any sum or 
sums, not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars, to assist in paying the expenses 
of investigating the possibilities of 
irrigation, and of organizing irrigation 
districts in which the Municipal Dis- 
trict is interested.” 

Hence the Council declared they 
were quite within their rights in 
charging up said expenses, and they 
had made the division for the three 
M. D’s on a basis of 40-40-20.

WARTIME

Like everything else, the news- 
Papers in England have been very 


much changed by the war. Imagine 
news stands which will not seel you a 
newspaper. Imagine the advertising 
managers of newspapers being courted 
by those who are trying to buy a little 
of the space available. 

One of our first experiences was at 
the news stand in our London hotel. 
We had heard rumours of the Dieppe 
raid which took place as we were Can- 
ada, but we had not read anything 
about it. We were anxious to seea 
newspaper. However, the news stand 
could not sell us one unless it was or- 
dered in advance. 

Thus we abruptly learned to appreci- 
ate a privilege which we do not think

| the size of the pages and the width of 
the columns have been reduced. . 

We were entertained at the Daily 
Telegraph, the Daily Express, The 
Times, and Reuters Agency. We were 


shown through their plants and given! 


every courtesy. 

At one of these newspapers, we 
found that the paper has been cut 
down from an average issue of 28 pag- 
es. In addition, the circulation has 
been cut from 920,000 daily average to 
650,000. Several hundred applications 
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without any guarantee that it will ap- 
pear. In cases where legal advertis- 
|ing must appear before a certain date 
care must be taken to advise the client 
| if it cannot be printed, in order that an 
| effort may be made to have it printed 
elsewhere. 

Advertisements for beer and liquor 


may still be carried in the English 
papers, although they are now banned 


in Canada. 

With so much difficulty in obtaining 
advertising space in the newspapers, 
it is not surpr-sing to see a new devel- 
opmnt. Large numbers of notices, 
that ordinarily would be want ads in 
the papers, are now displayed on small

refused. This is typical of the restric- 
tions on all the newspapers. 

All of these plants have duplicate 
plants deep in the ground, very com- 
fortably and completely fitted up so 
that the entire work of getting out the 
paper can be carried on without in- 
terruption during raids. Morover, 
several of these papers have complete 


about here, the privilege of being able, plants in other cities, where some edi 


to buy a newspaper at any time. 
People over there are now glad to 
have any paper at all. The privilege 
of having a paper delivered every day 
is highly prized one. A householder 
who goes away for a time often finds 
on his return that someone has taken 
the right to get his daily paper, and 
it may be a hard task to get back in 
the good graces of the paper boy. 
People travelling on a train will near 
ly always pass their newspaper a- 
round to the other people in the com- 
partment after they have read it. 
Newsprint is severely rationed in 
England. Not only have the publish- 


|tions are printed every day. For in- 


stance, the Daily Express, which has a 
daily circulation of about two and a 
half millions, is printed in three places 
London, Manchester and Glasgow. 
They are so co-ordinated by wire ser- 
vice that although they are set up and 
made up in each city, they are exactly 
alike on most pages. 

Advertising has been cut to almost 
the same degree as_ the rest of the 
paper. The Daily Telegraph, we were 
told, refuses about thirty columns of 
advertising every day. Display adver- 
tising usually has to be booked sev- 
eral weeks in advance, and even then

We saw a great many of such adver- 
tising cards, not printed. but written 
by hand, placed on display in the shop 
windows in many of the cities we 
visited. Wedo not know whether the 
shopkeeper makes a charge for all 
these notices (although we heard that 
some shopkeepers charge 5 shillings), 
and we wondered if this practise will 
continue after the war is over, 

It is not surprising, with curtail- 
ments in the size and number of pages 
of the newspapers, that the news is 
also condensed. There are a_ great 
many very short items making up the 
news columns, but taking into consid- 
eration the diffuculties under which 
they are operating, the British news- 
papers are very readable and give a 
surprisingly good news coverage in 
the space at their disposal. News of 
Canada appears in fairly good volume 
and is well presented. 


We found that the Canadian soldiers 
are quite worried because it is no long- 
er permitted to send papers over by 
mail, except actual subscriptions. 
They are afraid that subscription 
copies may also be banned. They ap- 
reciate the home paper now in a way 
that they never did before they left 
home. They read every word of it. 
One officer remarked that he consid- 
ered a boatload of paprs from home is 
a boatload of morale, 

One reason why this restriction was 
placed on Canadian papers was that 
publishers had been bundling up their 
over-runs, and sending them over to be 
distributed. We were told by one 
worker that he had seen at one time 
600 bage of such papers, and he simp- 
ly did not know what to do with them. 
There is no doubt that the publishers 
who sent them were anxious to help. 
They thought it was a good thing to do 
but it actually was a misguided effort. 

It was a great pleasure to be able to 
visit one of the leading weekly news- 
papers, “The Banbury Guardian” 
which was the paper on which my 
father, the late Gearge Legge served 
his apprenticeship. This is one of 
the older weeklies of England and has 
been owned by the same family for a 
great many years. 

It is interesting to compare present- 
day training with that of seventy years 
ago. In his memoirs, Mr. George 
Legge said, “The training I got in this 
establishments covered a much wider 
range than the technical schools of to- 
day, sweeping floors, buildings fires, 
washing rollers, sorting pye, fetch- 
ing in beer, gin, rum, and snuff, var 
ied by an occasional hour spent on the 
old canal bank catching minnows for 
the foreman’s next fishing trip.” 

Weekly papers have increased their 
from two pence to three pence per 
issue, advertising rates have increased 
about fifty percent since the start of 
the war, and the papers have decreas- 
ed in size, 

In England, the press is still free. 
The newspapers are able tv choose 
what they shall print, and free to 
criticize anybody and anythitg. In 
the Axis lands and in the countries 
the Aixs have overrun, those who

BUILDING HAY STACKS 
TO SHED WATER 


Don’t forget the annual General |

centre of the stack high and well 
tramped. Where a hay pole or other 


| type of hay derrick is used, the centre 


of the stack is well packed as much of 
the hay can be dropped from the slings 
or the fork into the centre of the 
stack. 

The reason for having the centre 
well tramped and_ high is to ensure 
that when the stack settles the outside 
will settle more than does the centre. 
This causes the hay to slope downward 
from the centre of the stack out and 
makes each layer of hay act asa 
thatch turning any water outward from 
the stack. If the centere settles more 
than the outside, the hay will slope 
downward toward the centre and the 
rain or water from melting snow will 


!run into the stack causing spoilage. 


Another provision that helps in en- 
suring the stack to settle most on the 
outside is to slope the stack outward 
slighly as it is being built. If a stack 
is started about 16 feet wide and slop- 
ed out until it is about 20 feet wide be 
fore it is topped, it will be quite sure 
to settle more on the outside than in 
the centre, especially if the centre is 
kept well tramped. 

The point then to remember, 
stacking hay, is to have big high 
stacks that have minimum amount ot 
surface exposed and to stack so that 
the outside will settle more than does 
the centre. 

Plans for pole hay stackers can be 
secured by writing to the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station at Lethbridge.
